ELECTION RESTRICTION 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Restriction to one ofthe following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Inveiition drawn to, a dryer for drying printed wallpaper web associates to claims 
2, 19, 36, and 43, classified in class 347, subclass 102. 

II. Invention drawn to a printhead in a printhead assembly including nozzles for 
ejecting ink drops to form images on wallpaper associates to claims 21-30, and 47, classified in 

class 347, subclass 54. 

III. Invention drawn to a media cartridge for deploying a roll of blank wallpaper 
associates to claims 1 0 and 32, classified in class 400, subclass 617. 

IV. Invention drawn to a slitting mechanism for cutting a wallpaper web associates to 
claims 4, 20, and 35, classified in class 242, subclass 530. 1 . 

V. Invention drawn to a transverse cutting mechanism for dividing a wallpaper web 
associates to claims 3 and 34, classified in class 347, subclass 157. 

VI. Invention drawn to capping and blotting device forsealing printhead associates to 
claims 14-15, classified in class 347, subclass 29. 

VII. Invention drawn to a well or a consumer tote for winding roll of \yallpaper 
associates with claims 6. 9, 33, and 46, classified in class 400, subclass 691 . 

VIII. Invention drawn to a touchscreen video display for displaying information about 
wallpaper associates vvith claims 7-8, classified in class 463, subclass 6. 

IX. Invention drawn to a rail on vkdiich the printhead is slided associates to claims 1 1 , 
and 16, classified in class 347, subclass 104. 
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Inventions I-IX are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combinaUon. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and iFit is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, each subcombination as clearly shown above does not "overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants" and having separate utility; for example, such diyer can be used for drying 
printed newspaper or fabric, or produced plastic fihn, such printhead can be used to form a • 
pattern in manufacturing a color filter, such media cartridge and slitting mechanism can be used 
in cutting and sorting paper or fabric manufacture, such well or consumer tote can be used for 
winding roll of plastic film, and such video display can be used as means for customer mterface 
with a bank system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). Claims 1. 5. 12, 13, 17-18, 31. 37-42, 44-45. and 
48-49 are generic. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of tiieir different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitied to consideration of 
claims to additional species/subcombinations which depend fiom or otiierwise require all the 
limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
die election, applicant must mdicate which are readable upon the elected 
species/subcombination. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

AppUcant is advised tiiat the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a single subcombination to be examined even though tiie requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing die elected invention.

The election of an invention or species may be made with or witfiout traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
